It was mentioned so I'll take up the cudgel once again. I first used WD-40 
in 1965 and over the years have become quite familiar with its good and bad 
points (there is still more to learn no doubt). The stoddard solvent (much 
like kerosene) it contains does not attack phenolic resin fiber board. 
WD-40 just soaks into the porous surface and gives the board a darker cast. 
The darkening effect is caused by the oil in WD-40. Mineral spirits with 
light machine oil added would have much the same effect. 


I regularly clean phenolic parts with acetone which will wash away the 
easily disolved constituents on the surface but it does not "attack" the 
enduring resin itself that I can tell. A part cleaned in acetone will take 
on a lighter powdery look, the extent to which depends on the condition of 
the surface.

Hi Don; 

> This is something that every hobbyist of any stripe should be aware of. 
> NEVER buy used power strips at hamfests or anywhere else unless 

> you are planning to disassemble them and confirm that they are still 

> working as designed. An ohm-meter test is not good enough. And NEVER 

> buy cheap power strips even brand new--they are all built with shortcuts 
> such as John notes above. 


This is good advice. While there are some pretty good quality cheapy 
strips there are also some poorly made ones. I prefer the metal variety 
that are made up with duplex outlets. They can be easily repaired if an 
outlet becomes too frail to give reliable service. They are obviously less 
flammable too. For my radio shack and work benches I remove the circuit 


breakers and cheezy switches within. My wall outlets are commercial or 
hospital grade and there is no daisy chaining of outlet strips. In the 
event of an overload, nothing is likely to go up in flames except the 
device having the problem itself. If the overload current is high enough 
to clear the breaker in the service entrance box there will be no excessive 
wire or plug/receptacle heating which could cause a building fire. With 
old radios fire prevention is part just dumb luck because of the expense 
and difficulty of upgrading everything to perfection but it's better to 
have a burnt boatanchor than a pile of ashes for a domicile. Make sure 
that your radios are placed in such a way that they can let off some smoke 
without catching the drapes on fire, and so forth.

A separate outside ground is a bad idea because in event of a nearby 
lightning strike, the outside ground potential can surge with respect to the 
inside ground potential, burning Hell out of your equipment. In not too 
distant years, computer people did this to achieve a "Clean" ground, with 
the above results. It is far better to ground to the water pipe where it 
comes into the building. Then, in event of a lightning strike, everything 
goes up and down together. If you merely tie the outside ground to inside 


ground, you haven't accomplished much, as the inside ground, (water pipe) is 
much lower resistance than a ground rod outside. Fot the record, the NEC 
permits ground resistance as high as 25 Ohms for a dwelling ground, which in 
my mind isn't much of a ground. Also, the separate "outside ground," is now 
a Code violation.

There's two ways to look at grounding: 


1. Any reasonable ground will dissipate the static buildup 
associated with charged thunderstorm clouds in the area. 


2. NO kind of ground will hold your equipment at Earth's 
average potential if lightning strikes nearby. 


The way to save your equipment from damage is to establish 

a local ground plane, so that when lightning strikes every- 
thing will be near the same potential, even if it rises many 
volts above Earth. "Everything" includes electric power and 
telephone feeds to the house. Since the power company grounds 
the power to the house in a way you can't control, you have 
to use the utility ground for your ground plane. That is why 
it is against code to have a separate ground rod. The phone 
is another matter, but the wire resistance is higher than 

the power company wires. 


You still need lightning arrestors on the things that go 
outside the house, like antennas, because they can pick up 
RF from the lightning bolt (if not hit directly). 


Using a separate ground rod is a lot like snapping your 
fingers to keep the elephants away (unless you live in India). 


That is my humble opinion, not to be construed as professional 
advice.
